| Hogs On Pasture 


Experiment Conducted At the Central 
Farm at Ottawa | 
The pasturing of hogs on clover, 
Japanese millet and sweet clover 
;made the subject of an experiment 
carried on last year by the Dominion 
animal husbandman at the central 
farm at Ottawa, The test covered a 
period of sixty-nine days from June 6, | 
during forty-two of which the hogs 
got skim-milk and clover pasture and 
dutving the remaining twenty-seven 
days they were fed skim-milk, Japan- 
millet and sweet clover, besides | 
the regular rations, which consisted of 
two parts oats, one part corn, one part 
middlings, one part bran, five per cent. 
tankage, and three per cent. oilmeal. 
In the twenty-seven day period the 
amount of bran was reduced by half 
In his report, after giving full detalls, | 
the husbandman, Mr. G. B. Rothwell, 
draws these deductions: That the 
Berkshire hogs made slightly more 
economical gains than the Yorkshires 
on pasture; that the Yorkshires con- 
sumed more meal and milk per poun. 
of gain produced; that the Yorkshires 
are more subject to sunburn than the 
Bershires, which factor may prove de- 
trimental when feeding these hogs on 
pasture, and that the hogs readily con-

Sir Esme Howard, British Am- 
bassador to the United States, stated 
on his arrival in Toronto on a C.P.R.

It was 
necessary for Great Britain to assist 
in maintaining peace and the League 
of Nations offered a suitable vehicle. 
Sir Esme claimed that if the League 
disappeared England would be com- 
pelled to join some European com- 
bination against any country which 
threatened to dominate the con- 
tinent. 


Net earnings of the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway for March were $2,- 
824,177, an increase of $706,965 over 
the same period last year, and the 
best March net since 1918. For the 
three months ending March 381 net 
earnings were $6,531,067, an increase 
of $2,675,385 over the correspond- 
ing period of last year and the best 
showing for the three months since 
1917. Gross earnings for March 
were up $1,330,271, while expenses 
increased only $623,306. 


The development of tourist traffic 
to the Dominion has been one of the 
most noteworthy events of the Cana- 
dian economic situation in the post- 
war period. Holiday makers of the 
United States apparently find: Can- 
ada’s vacation charm irresistible as 
the number of visitors shows large 
increases every year. In 1925 2,- 
429,144 United States’ automobiles 
entered Canada for touring pur- 
poses, as compared with 1,889,210 
in 1924, A new record is expected 
this season.

Toronto recently, E. W. Beatty, 
President of the C.P.R. said there 
is no class of worker more closely 
in touch with, or more soundly in- 
formed of, the problems of the coun- 
try’s industrial life than the railway 
and newspaper workers.

{ The first appearance of life is not 
known with certainty but there was a 
well developed life 700,000,000 years 
ago, From that time to the present 
life has continued and has shown 
a constant general advance to higher 
expression. 

“Modern man appeared in Western 
Europe 25,000 to 30,000 years ago, but 
his direct ancestry is entirely un! 


‘known. Rarlier races of man-like 
creatures preceded him for a period 
,of more than 1,000,000 years. The 


post-Darwinists regarded these races

Searching For Trace 
Of First Immigrant 


Anthropologist Believes Clue Can Be 
Found In Yukon 

A search for the first American im- 
migrant—the oldest inhabitant and 
the ancestor of the Indians found by 
Columbus—has been started by the 
Smithsoniah Institution. 

Dr. Ales Hrdlicka, National Museum 
anthropologist, has started for 
Alaska, scene of the finish of the flight 
across the North Pole, to search along 
the rivers, coasts and the tundra for a 
few bits of pottery and bone, to prove 
scientifically the belief that the first 
American came from Asia. 

Hrdlicka set out for the Yukon, 
where legends still are told among the 
Eskimos of battles between Asians

Ancient Indian Relic 


Stone Axe of Early Days Found on 
Ranch in Saskatchewan 
While H. E. Dimmock was riding 


he picked up a stone axe, evidently an 
'old Indian instrument of warfare or 
| 

‘a very useful cutting tool of the early 


| days. It is about nine inches long, 
double bitted, with one edge about 
three inches across, and the other 


|finished off to a conical shape. Around 
|the centre of the axe are two rings, 
or ridges, raised: about one-quarter of 
an inch. 


and others similar, were inserted into 
a split in a small sapling, the sapling 
|being secured with bark and pitch be- 
tween the two rings, which allowed 
the wood to grow around the axe, 
which made it very secure. 
sapling had grown to the proper size, 
it was cut off about two inches below 
where the axe was embedded, and 
again cut off on the other side of the 
axe, about 20 inches from the axe 
head, making a strong, non-breakable 
handle, while the axe* head could not 
possibly loosen, as it was securely 
grown about by the wood. This relic 
was found on the northern slope of the 
Cypress Hills, about nine miles south 
of town, and is quite an interesting 
specimen of Indian stone craft.
